New  Coin  Pattern 
Being  Considered 

A new  coin,  perhaps  a whole  new 
series  of  coins,  is  being  considered 
by  congress.  One  bill  has  been  in- 
troduced to  authorize  a new  7-cent 
piece.  There  is  talk  also  of 
another  coin  worth  15  cents,  which 
would  be  teamed  with  one  of  half 
that  value,  or  7^  cents. 

Such  talk  at  this  time  makes  a 
lot  of  sense.  The  old  stand-by, the 
5-cent  nickel,  has  just  about  lost 
its  usefulness.  Manufacturers  of 
many  erstwhile  nickel  items  have 
had  to  cheapen  their  product  or 
raise  their  price  to  a dime  because 
of  increased  costs. 

Many  would  have  preferred  a 
price  of  about  7 cents,  but  made 
the  full  jump  to  10  because  of  the 
penny’s  nuisance  value.  They  fig- 
ured they'd  lose  no  more  customers 
at  10  cents  than  they  would  have  at 
seven. 

After  all,  there's  nothing  sacred 
about  the  penny,  nickel,  and  dime. 
The  United  States  has  in  the  past 
had  many  coins  no  longer  in  use  - a 
silver  20-cent  piece,  a three-cent 
piece,  a two-cent  piece,  and  a 
copper  half-cent  among  others.  They 
were  manufactured  to  serve  special 
needs  of  the  day,  and  discarded 
when  their  usefulness-  came  to  an 
end. 

The  principal  argument  for  metal 
coins  is  convenience,  and  when  they 
no  longer  are  convenient,  they  can 
be  replaced  or  supplemented  without 
major  disturbance  of  the  basis 
monetary  pattern.

IRISH  SIEGE-COINS 


In  the  month  of  October,  I64I, 
the  native  Irish,  under  Phelim 
O'Neill,  rose  in  open  rebellion 
against  the  English,  whom,  on 
October  23,  1641,  they  massacred 
to  the  number  of  forty  thousand, 
sparing  neither  age,  rank  nor  sex. 

Banding  themselves  together, 
they  proceeded  to  establish  their 
seat  of  government  at  Kilkenny, 
under  the  title  of  "The  Confeder- 
ated Catholics, " and  immediately 
arrogated  to  themselves  many  regal 
prerogatives,  including  the  strik- 
ing of  money,  proposing  at  the 
same  time  to  establish  an -order  of 
knighthood  in  honour  of  St. Patrick. 
The  pieces  so  minted  by  the  Confed- 
erated Catholics  are  of  copper  and 
silver;  of  the  former  metal  there 
exist  halfpence  and  farthings, 
whilst  of  the  latter  a half-crown 
alone  would  appear  to  have  been 
issued  at  this  period.  The  copper 
pieces  were  minted  under  the  terms 
of  the  proclamation  of  "The  Confed- 
erated Catholics,"  assembled  at 
Kilkenny,  November  15,  1642,  which 
ordered,  "That  there  shall  be 
4,000  lbs.  of  red  copper  coyned  to 
farthings  and  halfpence  with  the 
harp  and  the  crown  on  one  side  and 
two  Scepters  on  the  other." 

It  is  obvious  that  the  design  of 
these  pieces  was  obtained  from  the 
regal  farthing  tokens  of  this 
region  to  which  they  are  as  super- 
ior In  weight  as  they  are  inferior 
in  execution.

Q.  What  is  the  history  of  the 
Lincoln  Head  Cent? 

A.  The  Lincoln  Head  Cent  was  the 
first  United  States  coin  of  re- 
gular issue  to  bear  a recognized 
portrait.  On  January  30,  1909, 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt 
gave  consent  to  placing  the  head 
of  Lincoln  on  our  one-cent  coins 
commemorating  the  hundredth  an- 
niversary of  Lincoln's  birth. 

Victor  D.  Brenner,  whose  ini- 
tials appear  at  the  bottom  of  thi 
reverse  on  the  first  1909  LincdLn 
Cents,  designed  the  coin,  using 
his  Lincoln  Medal  as  a model. The 
Lincoln  Cent  incorporated  the 
motto  "In  God  We  Trust"  for  the 
first  time  on  a one-cent  coin. 

Because  of  the  popularity  of 
the  "VDB"  cents,  a brief  story 
concerning  Mr.  Brenner  is  in 
order:  He  was  born  in  Russia  in 

1871.  At  13  years  of  age  he  be- 
gan work  with  his  father,  a stone 
cutter  and  engraver  of  seals. 
Later  he  took  up  the  engraving  o: 
jewelry,  which  led  to  a study  of 
sculpture.  He  came  to  America 
when  he  was  19  and  followed  his 
profession, continuing  his  studies 
at  night.  In  1898  he  went  to 
Paris  for  study,  and  again  in 
1904.  Before  he  returned  to  New 
York  in  1906  he  had  won  many 
medals  for  his  work.  He  was  con- 
sidered one  of  the  foremost 
sculptor-medalists  of  his  time. 

Shortly  after  the  1909  Cent  was 
issued  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury ordered  coinage  stopped,  in 
response  to  criticism  that  the 
designer's  initials  were  too 
prominent.  No  comprond.se  was  made 
as  time  would  not  allow  for  pro- 
ducing dies  with  the  initial  B or 
other  device.  The  initials  were 
removed  entirely  and  coinage  re- 
sumed within  a few  days. 

Coinage  at  the  San  Francisco 
Mint  had  just  begun  when  the  orde; 
came  to  stop  the  VDB  issue.  Only 
484,000  pieces  with  the  S Mint 
mark  and  VDB  were  struck. 

Protests  concerning  the  removal 
of  the  initials  were  numerous.  An 
identifying  mark  was  considered 
by  many  to  be  an  artist’ s just 
reward.  The  injustice  of  the  emis- 
sion was  finally  recognized,  for 
in  1918  the  initials  appeared  onoe 
more.  This  time  they  were  placed 
inconspicuously  beneath  the 
shoulder  of  Lincoln  on  the  obverse 
side.

TEN  PIECE  COLIECTON  - 812.50 


A man  by  the  name  of  Joseph 
Lesher,  native  of  Ohio,  but  for 
many  years  a resident  of  Victor, 
Colorado,  a prospector,  a mine 
owner  and  a believer  in  the  free 
and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver 
as  advocated  by  William  Jennings 
Bryan  in  the  campaigns  of  1896  to 
1900,  conceived  the  idea  of  coin- 
ing his  own  silver,  and  in  the 
year  1900  he  had  his  first  dies 
prepared  and  commenced  the  coin- 
age of  the  octagon  silver  pieces 
known  a3  the  Lesher  coins. 

From  the  first  dies  100  pieces 
were  struck  of  the  value  of  $1.25 
each.  These  pieces  contain  one 
ounce  of  silver  and  are  numbered 
from  1 to  100,  inclusive,  so  far 
as  known. 

Not  long  after  this  first  issue 
Government  officials  called  on 
Mr.  Lesher  and-  asked  to  see  his 
dies,  and  when  he  showed  them, one 
of  the  men  drew  a small  sack  out 
of  his  pocket  and  dropped  the  dies 
Into  the  sack,  and  told  him  he  had 
better  quit  the  business.  This 
was  the  last  he  ever  saw  of  those 
dies. 

This  resulted  in  his  taking  the 
matter  up  with  the  State  authori- 
ties, who  informed  him  that  there 
was  no  law  to  prevent  him  from 
going  on  with  the  project.  And 
after  making  some  changes  which  he 
thought  might  be  objectional  to  the 
Government,  leaving  off  the  words 
"currency"  and  "coin",  and  putting 
on  the  word  "medal,"  he  had  other 
dies  made  and  proceeded  to  strike 
more  coins.  This  piece  was  also 
dated  1900,  and  is  known  as  No. 2. 

It  had  the  name  A. B. Bums ted  en- 
graved in  the  die.  This  was 
valued  at  81.25  also,  and  contained 
1 ounce  of  coin  silver. 

Two  varieties  of  this  piece  have 
been  found,  one  with  scrolls  in  the 
field  and  one  without.  Theite,  to- 
gether with  the  rare  bank  piece, 

No.  4»  are  all  the  varieties  that 
are  known  bearing  the  date  1900. 

It  is  not  very  clear  what  in- 
duced Mr.  Lesher  to  change  the  size 
and  value  of  the  issue  of  1901,  as 
all  of  this  date  are  of  the  value 
of  $1.00  and  contain  412  grains 
of  silver.  But  he  had  the  design 
patented  and  copyrighted  because 
he  was  afraid  someone  would 
counterfeit  his  pieces,  and  he 
would  be  asked  to  redeem  them  at 
face  value,  as  he  had  agreed  to  do; 
and  this  act  would  seem  to  belie 
the  motto,  "In  the  people  we  trust" 
which  appears  on  all  of  this  issue. 
About  15  varieties  are  known.
